OLD MEXICO AND NEW. 

One Mant Go to Small Interior Cities 
to Find Remiuders of the 
Former. 

To most of us, grinding and toiling 
in the huge factory which an imperfect 
cirjlization calls a palace of progress, 
in realitj' an edifice resounding with 
the clank of machinery, the irksome 
tinkling of telephone bells, and the 
racket of the typcwriter.s, it seems al- 
most incredible that there really does 
exist a fairer and more delightful world 
outside that great, sunin', cheerful 
Mexico, which, as time goes on and 
the din and hurry augment, recedes 
before our mental gaze. 

Not so many years ago this ancient 
city was filled with something of the 
charm of the middle ages; no one hur- 
ried, life had a broad margin of 
leisure; all had “time” to gather the 
flower of pleasure by the roadside of 
existence. True, the streets were badly 
paved, the drainage was most unscien- 
tific, mails were not any too punctual 
and to go far from the capital involved 
journeys somewhat perilous and al- 
ways romantic. 

To find that lost charm one must 
now visit the interior cities, and, above 
all, the smaller ones, where Mexico 
holds still to the i)leasant ways a^d' 
the unhasting pace which are so in 
contrast with the rapid commercialism 
of these new times.

What has been lost is the character- 
istic features of Moro-Spanish civiliza- 
tion, a ripened product, mature with 
long centuries of formation. The 
apostles of progress, wearing knitted 
brows, their eyes always peering into 
some future calculation, will deride 
all this as “rubbish.” But they are 
wrong; many doubtful things have 
been gained; life has more pressing oc- 
cupations; there is a growing hurry, 
much more social show, but far less 
enjoyment. 

The old ^lexico was comfortable, en* 
chanting; under the arcades of the 
cities one felt the charm of Spain — ■ 
vast and sunlit plazas where people 
idly talked — great stone mansions 
with balconies haunted by las damas, 
an air of careless leisure, happiness 
end dolce far nlente. For all these 
things one must now go into the re- 
moter towns. They, too, are menaced 
by the crashing car of progress; the 
clangor of its harsh gong is heard as 
it advances and people are told to 
make ready for the great change which 
is to efface all that is characteristical- 
ly Mexican. We are to be transformed, 
says the Mexican Herald, made nerv- 
ous, pushed into the dollar chase and 
all things are to be treated by the 
standard: “Does this pay?” 

The hurrying crowd will eventually 
be tamed, the climate, the sun. which 
is the master magician, will make over 
the new conquistadores. They will 
have to submit to nature, and. warned 
by formidable nervous diseases, con- 
sent to relax. The spectacle of cities 
like New York and Chicago, where 
millions of the unsuccessful find the 
game of competition hateful, is not en- 
couraging. It is not the sort of civili« 



zation that suits these southern lands. 
It cannot long endure when trans- 
planted here. 

So there is hope that what is essen- 
tial to happine.ss in these lands will be 
saved; that the new Goths and Vandals 
will be subdued, will feel the spell of 
an old civilization and consent to be 
happy as men .should be in a world 
where nothing good lasts to long. 

COUSIN TO THE SQUIRREL. 

Sneh In the KelatloiiMliip of the 'Wood- 
chuck, Snv K'aturiiliNtN '^K'iio 
Have Studied the Animal. 

II. 1). Reed and Verne Morton, in 
Country Life in America, tell an inter- 
esting and pictorial story of the 
woodchuck or “ground hog.” 

“Perhaps no wild ni'ammal,” says Mr. 
Reed, “is more familiar to countrj’ 
people than the woodchuck. Every hill- 
side and meadow is dotted with the 
small piles of earth which mark the 
doorway to his home. The wood- 
chuck prefers a hillside or a knoll in 
which to dig a hole, for here he can eas- 
ily- make t.he end of his den higher 
than- the beginning, thus avoiding the 
danger of being drowned out. 

“What could be more unlike in 
general appearance than a woodchuck 
and a squirrel? Yet they are cousins, 
both belong to the same family of 
mammals. The trim body, sharp claws 
and agilitv' of the squirrels make it 
poselble for them to lead an arboreal 
life, jumping recklessly from branch 
to branch, while the flabbj' form and 
short legs of the woodchuck better 
adapt him for digging than for run- 
ning or climbing. 

“The nature of the food t»f the woodr 
chuck is such that he cannot lay up 
stores US' Ihe chipmunks do, nor is it 
of such a kind that it can be obtained 
during the winter. Tlie case of this 
creature during the winter seems to be. 
therefore, one of ‘sleep long and 
soundly or starve.’ During the win- 
ter’s sleep or hibernation life processes 
go on very slowh’. Breathing is re- 
duced, and the heart-beats become so 
slow and feeble that they cannot be 
felt. They come from their winter’.s 
sleep about the 1st of March in New 
York.” 

PotatocN anil Cancer. 

The registrar general for Ireland 
says that nearly 20 per cent, of the 
l>eople of the Emerald isle die of^old 
age. There are, he says, 212 Irish men 
and women now living over 100 years 
old, a proportion far above the aver- 
age of most nations. In speaking of 
the prevalence of cancer in Ireland 
the report notes the evidence that the 
most prosperous, the most populous 
and least Celtic counties suffer most 
from this dread disease, while those 
sections where the Celtic race is purest 
and a buttermilk, meal and potato diet 
is most prevalent are most exempt 
from cancer. It would be a curious 
thing were it established, not onh’, as 
at present seriously suggested, that 
the humble potato is a counter-active 
to cancer, because there existed for 
three centuries in .several European 
countries a most maliciou.s prejudice 
against the wholesome tuber. — Detroit 
Free Press.

TEETH IN WARFARE. 

CDttland'a Kxpcrienoe In South Africa 
Shows Need of Den- 
tixtry. 

After 21 months’ fighting four dental 
surgeons have been sent to South -Af- 
rica to attend to the teeth of the army. 
Thus does the war office put forth 
stupendous efforts to atone for past 
inaptitude, says the London Pall Mall 
Gazette. 

In an army of a quarter of a mil- 
lion men these four surgeons should 
be kept tolerably busy. No soldier who 
has campaigned six months in .\frica 
will, if he be wise, neglect a chance 
of having his teeth examined. Each 
surgeon, therefore, will have a clientele 
of 02,500 officers and men. Assuming 
that on every day of the week, includ- 
ing Sunday. 30 men are treated by 
each dentist, the teeth of the army 
will have been oveirhauled and the 
work of filing, excavating and filling 
completed in something over 69 
months. It should console a man on 
actuve service suffering to-day from 
too*thache in a precious molar, which 
he can ill afford to lose, to know that 
he will not be troubled with the 
agonizing pain later than .\pril. 1907. 

In the unequal struggle between trek 
ox and biscuit on the one hand and 
mere human teeth on the other, not 
five per cent, of the men of my com- 
pany' came through scatheless. In 
many cases the damage was s^light; in 
others, where the teeth were natural- 
ly weak and brittle, the mischief done 
•was irreparable. Even with an aver- 
age set, straining on an average bis- 
cuit, you never felt quite certain which 
would be the first to go — your teeth 
or your biscuit.

“We have had a very Ath* winter s® 
far. It has not been much belovi- zero, 
if any, except about a week in the mid- 
dle of November. It has been quite 
cold the past day or two. We are in 
log shanties, and they are just mud- 
died up on the outside, and nothinghas 
frozen on the ins-ide asyet. There is no 
wind or rain, just nice steady weather 
all the time.”

THE LOVE OF HUMBUG. 

PhlloBophicRl Remarks on a Curious 
Trait of Human N'atnre anti nn 
Odd Character. 

The late Gen. Neff seems to have 
discovered early in life that the love 
of humbug is innate in the race. By 
listening to two children when thej' 
think they are alone anyone may 
make the discovery which finally 
bronght disaster to Gen. Neff: “But,” 
the younger child will say, “It’s 
not that way.” “Never mind,” the 
older one will reply, “we'll play it’s 
that way,” Then for the next hour 
they will be happy in an enchanted 
world of their own, playing that 
things which are not that way are ex- 
actly the way they want them. In 
one way or another they are likely to 
go on doing this all their live.s — per- 
haps at rarer and rarer intervals 
after they are 40, but even then occa- 
sionally. When they grow' too tired 
to play for themselves through the 
use of their ow'n imaginations, 
they will expend from 25 cents to $2 
in buying a work of fiction in which 
some ingenious person uses his imag- 
ination to do their playing for them, 
saj's the St. Louis Globe-Uemocrat. 

Gen, Ueff was an ingenious person 
with an active imagination, which he 
put at the service of anyone who 
showed the least inclination to play 
that things which are not so will 
turn out the way we want them. He 
was a tall, dignified man, with a be- 
nevolent countenance, gray hair, a 
silk hat and a kind smile. He also 
had a great fund of politeness and a 
mildlj' deprecating manner, which he 
reserved for emergencies. He was 
])assing through one of these emer- 
gencies the last time he visited St. 
Louis. It was, in fact, not only an 
emergency, but a crisis, for, in spite 
of his benevolence, his kind smile and 
his silk hat, he was being searched in 
front of the bar of the police station, 
under the direction of a sergeant, 
‘on whom he was exhausting the re- 
sources of his politeness and his dep- 
recating manner. He was just assur- 
ing everyone of how much the mis- 
take made in treating him with such 
indignity would finally be regretted, 
when from a private, pocket some- 
where on the inside of his frock coat 
the officer extracted what seemed to 
be a large roll of money. “That,” 
said the officer, “is his bundle.’’ 

When Gen. Neff’, who used only 
the choicest English, heard this 
coai*se expre.ssion, he was shocked 
into silence. He said nothing as the 
sergeant unrolled the bills and 
showed that the whole interior of 
■what appeared to be a competence 
was composed of brown paper. “Take 
him down,” said the sergeant. “Godd- 
night, gentlemen!” .said Gen. Neff. 

On looking into Gen. Neff's private 
historj', I found that he had spent his 
life — or at least the professional part 
of it — in convincing other people, 
many of them entire strangers to 
him, that he had been sent by Provi- 
dence to reward their merits by mak- 
ing all the things they had been play- 
ing turn out to be so in an incred- 
ibly short time. He appeared to them 
as the enchanter or the good genius 
appeared in the fairy tales of their 
youth. In half an hour after his first 
meeting with a farmer who had come 
to the City to economize in buying his 
supplies he ■would show him a way to 
raise his mortgage and have enough 
left in the bank to build a modem 
house in place of the old farmhouse. 
Many other things of this kind he 
could do — so many that he came to 
be known as the mo.st “expert confi- 
dence man” of his generation, a man 
of many names and manj' cities, but 
always with a benevolent counte- 
nance and a kind smile which never 
left him even when he was being 
locked up. 

Gen. Neff kept his mental reserva- 
tions wrapped up inside the genuine 
bills along with the brown j>aper they 
concealed and so ended by becoming 
a confidenoe man instead of a really 
benevolent enchanter. If a man is 
really benevolent and really an en- 
tdianter, lie may be of great use in 
the world, but the most benevolent 
man I ever knew stopped the attempt 
at enchantment ver 3 ’ earlj' in life. He 
also had gra}' hair and a kind smile, but 
If I had gone to him in the hope that 
he would advise me in the waj' I 
wished to be advised, I knew he would 
have told me “to do the thing I never 
liked, wMch is the thing I ought.”

Will Arrive in Washington February ' 

24 and Call on the President — 

The Launching of the Em- 
peror’s YachL 

Washington, Jan. 29. — The pro- 
gramme for the reception and enter- 
tainment of Prince Henry, of Prussia, 
Wet: finally completed so far as the 
e.xchanges between the president and 
the German prince are concerned. The 
programme is as follows: 

Saturday, February 22 — Arrival in 
New York harbor on Kron Prinz Wil- 
helm, of North German Llyod line. 
Adm. Evans,, commanding North At- 
lantic squadron, will meet the steamer 
at quarantine station and conduct his 
royal highness with his suite to the 
Hohenzollern, which the president’s 
delegate will then visit to extend 
greeting. Visit of the mayor of New 
York. Exchange of military visits dur- 
ing the afternoon. 

Sunday, February 23 — In the morn- 
ing religious exercises on board the 
Hohenzollern. Visit to the tomb of 
Gen. Grant in the afternoon. Private 
entertainment by the Deutscher Vere- 
In. I„eave for Washington in the ev- 
ening by special train. 

Monday, February 24 — Short stop at 
Baltimore at 9 a. m., arrival at Wash- 
ington at 10:20 a. m. Military escort 
from the station to the white house, 
and thence to the German embassy. 
The president will return the visit of 
the prince at noon. Visits of ambassa- 
dors and ministers. Visit to the capi- 
tol at 6 p. m. Dinner at the white 
house at 6:30 p. m. After dinner the 
prince will return to New York by spe- 
cial train. Departure of the president 
and his party for Jersey City. 

Tuesday, February 25 — Departure of 
the prince and his suite and of the 
president and his party for Jersey 
City, for the shipyards at Shooters’ is- 
land. Launching of the yacht of his 
Imperial majesty, the Gorman emperor, 
at 10:30 a. m. Luncheon to the presi- 
dent on board the Hohenzollern at 1:30 
p. m. Visit of the prince to the may- 
or of New York in the afternoon. Din- 
ner of the mayor of New York at 6:30 
p. m. 

Wednesday, February 26 — Luncheon 
with representatives of commerce and 
Industry at 12:30 p. m. Sight-seeing 
In New York in the afternoon. Torch- 
light concert at the Arion club at 6:30 
p. m. Banquet of the press of the 
TTnited States at 8 p. m,; special ferry 
to the Pennsylvania railroad at 12 
midnight and journey to Washington. 

Thursday, February 28 — Arrival of 
Prince Henry at Washington and es- 
cort to the German embassy. Memo- 
rial exercises to President McKinley 
in the house of representatives, the 
prince and his suite attending. Visit 
in the afternoon to Mt. Vernon. 

Friday, February 27 — Visit to An- 
napolis in tne forenoon. Luncheon at 
Annapolis. Dinner at the German em- 
bassy. Reception by Secretary Long 
at the navy department, 3 to 5 o’clock. 

Saturday, March 1 — Departure of 
the prince and his suite for his south- 
ern and western tour on special train. 



FIRE IN A TENEMENT HOUSE. 

Eight Persons Dead, Three Fatally 
and Three Seriously Burned. 

Boston, Jan. 29. — Eight persons 
dead, three more probably fatally 
burned and three seriously hurt in 
Jumping from windows, and others 
more or less hurt was the result of a 
fire just before 2 o’clock Wednesday 
morning in an Italian tenement house 
on Fleet street, north end. Seven of 
the dead are adults, three of them 
women, ana the eighth is a child. The 
building was four stories in height at 
No, 6 to 10 Fleet street. The fire was 
not seen until it was under headway 
80 that sleeping inmates on the upper 
floors were cut off. 

ON THE RAILROAD CROSSING. ' 

Three People Instantly Killed and 
Four Seriously Injured. 

Chicago, Jan. 29. — ^Three people were 
instantly killed and four seriously in- 
jured by a Michigan Central train at 
a crossing at West Hammond, Ind., 
late Tuesday afternoon. The party 
was in a closed carriage returning 
from a funeral at Mt. Carmel ceme- 
tery. Six persons were inside and 
one on the seat with the driver. The 
locomotive struck the carriage in the 
side with great force demolishing it 
and throwing the occupants in all di- 
.rections. The Injured were taken to 
West Hammond hospital. The driver 
escai>ed uninjured. 

Gunboat Zumbador at Laguaira. 

Laguaira, Venezuela, Jan. 29. — Ths 
Venezuelan gunboat Zumbador, previ- 
ously reported from Willemstadt, Cur- 
acao island, as sunk and captured by 
the Libertador (formerly the Bah 
High, now operating in the interest 
of the Matos revolution), has arrived 
here. 

The Chinese New Year, 

Peking, Jan. 29. — Government busi- 
ness will be practically suspended for 
one month, on account of the Chinese 
new year festivities. While the Man- 
churian treaty is almost ready to sign, 
it probably will not be signed until 
after the new year. 

President Palma's Private Secretary. 

New York, Jan. 29. — Gea. Thomas 
Estrada Palma, president-elect of Cu- 
ba, baa appointed as his private secre- 
tary Sonor Manuel Rios, who was an

AN ADMIRAL’S SALUTE. 

Rri Adm. Schley Was Warmly Greeted 
on Mrrival in Louisville. 

Louisville, Ky., Jan. 29. — Rr. Adm. 
Schley, who under the chaperonage of 
the board of trade and the Knights 
Templars, will be Louisville’s guest 
until Friday next, arrived here over 
the Monon road at 7:15 o’clock Tues- 
day evening. He was greeted by an 
admiral’s salute and a shouting crowd 
of many hundreds at the depot. He 
was escorted to his carriage by the 
full committee representing his hosts 
and driven to the residence of Marion 
F. Taylor, president of the board of 
trade. Here the admiral and Mrs. 
Schley spent a quiet evening. 

The trip from Chicago was one long 
ovation and so vigorous were some of 
the handclaps which the distinguished 
seaman received en route that his 
hand was nearly “out of business,’’ as 
the admiral explained. He begged the 
sub-committee of the Louisville recep- 
tion committee, which met him at Sa- 
lem, Ind., to handle it with care. 

At Lafayette, Ind., grimy handed 
machinists rushed from the car shops 
to take his hand. “Never mind the 
grease,’’ he said, and the men who had 
not wished to soil the admiral’s gloves 
cheered. 

Louisville, Ky., Jan. 30. — Adm. 
Schley Wednesday moved through the 
heaviest sleet storm that Louisville 
has seen in many years while follow- 
ing the programme of entertainment 
prepared for him by the board of trade. 
In spite of the bad weather more than 
2,000 persons visited the board of 
trade Wednesday morning and shook 
the admiral’s tired, but still ready and 
willing, right hand. Luncheon at the 
Pendennis club followed and at night 
the admiral was the guest of honor at 
the annual banquet of the board of 
trade at the Galt house. He respond- 
ed with a bow to the cheers that greet- 
ed his entry to the banquet room. The 
room was flower laden. The guests 
sat at five long tables and numbered 
200, The speaker’s table was round 
and slightly elevated above the others. 
Marion E. Taylor, president of the 
board of trade, was toastmaster. 

ADJOURNED SINE DIE. 

Next Convention of Mine Workers 

Will Be Held in Indianapolis. 

Indianapolis. Ind., Jan. 28. — The 
committee on resolutions made its final 
report to the miners’ convention and 
was discharged. The convention re- 
ferred to the special committee ap- 
pointed to arrange scale districts a 
resolution offered by Vice President 
l.ewis providing for establishing five 
scale districts to hold joint confer- 
ences with operators. The five dis- 
tricts as fixed by the resolution are: 

First District — The anthracite field 
of Pennsylvania. 

Second District — Central Pennsylva- 
nia, Maryland. Virginia and that part 
of West Virginia from which coal is 
shipped to the east. 

Third District — Western Pennsylva- 
nia. Ohio, Indiana. Illinois. Michigan 
and that part of West Virginia ship- 
ping to the west. 

Fourth District — Kentucky, Tennes- 
see and Alabama. 

Fifth District — The states west of 
the Mississippi. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 29. — The 
mine workers in executive session, aft- 
' er two hours debate, adopted the scale 
as agreed upon by the committee. The 
scale recommended in secret session 
was for the general advance for bitum- 
inous mining of 10 per cent, on a “run- 
of-mine’’ basis, the differential of sev- 
en cents — the old figure — between 
pick and machine mining; 15 cents a 
day increase for inside drivers and a 
uniform scale for all outside labor. 

A constitutional amendment, adopt- 
ed, provided that hereafter the pass 
word be sent out to locals every three 
months instead of semi-annually, as 
has hitherto been the rule. 

Indianapolis, Ind,, Jan. 30. — The 
13th annual convention of the United 
Mine Workers of America adjourned 
sine die Wednesday night at 10 o’clock 
after selecting Indianapolis as the 
place for holding the convention next 
year.

The delegates to the joint confer- 
ence to be held with the operators of 
the county convention Thursday were 
instructed to vote for Indianapolis for 
the joint conference next year. The 
convention before adjournment voted 
$1,000 for the aid of the widows and 
orphans of miners killed in the Iowa 
disaster, adopted a ringing resolution 
against “government by injunction” 
and adopted a resolution favoring the 
re-enactment of the Chinese exclusion 
act. 

Geo. Rakes’ Dead Body Found.

Canton, O., Jan. 30. — Cantonians 
paid loving trioute to the late Presi- 
dent McKinley in a memorial meeting 
at the tabernacle Wednesday night, 
which was participated in by people 
in all walks of life to the number that 
overtaxed the big enclosure, where 
many of the same people had so often 
listened to the words of their old 
friend and neighbor. 

The chief orator of the meeting was 
Hon. William Dudley Foulke, of In- 
diana, the warm personal friend of 
the late President, recently selected 
by President Roosevelt for member- 
ship on the civil service commission. 
A short address was also delivered 
by Hon. George H. I..aughlin, of Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., who, as a Canton manu- 
facturer. became the close friend of 
Mr. McKinley. Dr. Josiah Hartzell, of 
Canton, a life long friend, spoke on 
the “Home Ties of President McKin- 
ley.” 

Kansas City, Mo.. Jan. 30. — Memo- 
rial services in honor of President Mc- 
Kinley were held here Wednesday by 
the Farragut and McPherson corps of 
the W. R. C. Maj. William Warner 
delivered the principal address, sim- 
ilar services were held by several Jew- 
ish societies. 

Denver, Col.,. Jan. 30. — The legisla- 
ture Wednesday adopted resolutions 
containing a splendid tribute to the 
great services and pure life of Presi- 
dent McKinley, deploring the manner 
of his death and appealing to all legis- 
lative bodies to stamp out anarchy. 

Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 30. — McKinley 
memorial day was observed in the 
Lincoln public schools where pupils 
made contributions to the Canton mon- 
ument fund and by exercises Wednes- 
day night under direction of the Grand 
Army post, where a number of ad- 
dresses were made. The principal 
one was on “McKinley as a States- 
man,” by Chancellor E. Benjamin An- 
drews. 

Salt I.Ake, Utah, Jan. 30. — Special 
exercises in honor of William McKin- 
ley were held in the schools and col- 
leges throughout Utah Wednesday. A 
feature was the receiving of contri- 
butions for the McKinley monument 
fund. No child was allowed to con- 
tribute more than five cents. 

Emporia, Kan., Jan. 30. — The stu- 
dents at the state normal school here 
Wednesday held interesting exercises 
in observance of McKinley day. At 
the close of the programme a collec- 
tion was taken for the benefit of the 
McKinley monument fund. 

Pittsburg. Pa., Jan. 30. — McKinley 
day in the fehools was generally ob- 
served throughout the two cities. It 
is estimated that voluntary contribu- 
tions of between $35,000 and $40,000 
have been raised by the schools Wed- 
nesday and churches last Sunday, 

TOTALLY DESTROYED. 

The People’s Church, at St. Paul, 
Minn., Burned — Loss, $105,000. 

St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 30. — Late Wed- 
nesday the People’s church, an inde- 
pendent church with Congregational- 
ist affiliation, of which Rev. Dr. G. S. 
Smith, the well-known sociologist, is 
pastor, was completely destroyed by 
fire. The building was a large one, 
containing an auditorium with a seat- 
ing capacity of 2,300, kindergarten, in- 
dustrial school, and with branches, be- 
sides smaller meeting rooms. Hard 
work by the fire department, however, 
was necessary to keep the flames from 
spreading to the Farrington apartment, 
building and residences on the other 
side of the church. The church was 
built in 1888, and including its large 
organ represented an outlay of $105,- 
000, and had no church debt. The in- 
surance was only $5,000. Dr. Smith’s 
valuable private library was in his 
I study and was consumed.

THE SLEET STORM. 

Estimated Property Damage in Little 

Rock, Ark., Will Exceed $400,000. 

Little Rock, Ark., Jan. 30.— The 
heaviest losses ever sustained in Lit- 
tle Rock from a like cause resulted 
from the terrible storm of sleet and 
cold rain which prevailed here for 
the past three days, culminating Tues- 
day night. 

The business section of the city is 
a scene of desolation and business 
men on everj' hand are mourning 
heavy losses that can not be recovered 
by insurance. The estimated damage 
will exceed $400,000, including loss to 
business. In many instances the loss 
has not yet attained its limit and con- 
tinued damage will occur where the 
accumulated snow and sleet is not 
removed from the roofs of buildings. 

In some parts of the city the tele- 
graph and telephone poles are all 
down, pulling trees and wires with 
them, and forming a congealed mass 
of wreckage. Street cars were run 
irregularly all day. The fall of sleet 
amounted to about five inches. 

Little Rock is practically shut off 
from the world. The Western Union 
lines are all down throughout the 
state. The Southern Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. reports a loss of $25,- 
000. The Little Rock Telephone Co. 
has not a line operating in the city. 
Most of its wires are broken and 
many of its poles are down, all for 
four blocks on Louisiana street hav- 
ing fallen with a crash Wednesday 
morning. Telephone wires set fire to 
the office and the fire department was 
called out and the flames were readily 
extinguished. Fully 5.000 shade trees 
were completely demolished. 

Lexington, Ky., Jan. 30. — Lexington 
was in darkness Wednesday night and 
almost every street is blocked with 
fallen trees, telephone poles and tan- 
gled wires. The sleet, which began 
Tuesday midnight, continued without 
cessation all day and Wednesday ev- 
ening the snapping of trees and poles 
was like cannonading. The mayor 
ordered all electric currents, except 
those supplying several street car 
lines, which are yet open, cut off for 
safety. Elevators and several small 
plants have had to suspend. Tele- 
phone companies have suffered seri- 
ously. Beautiful trees for which the 
city is noted are falling by hundreds. 
The sleet continues and in the heavi- 
ness of the fall and disastrous effects 
promises to eclipse any ever experi- 
enced here. I 

BEYOND CONTROL. 

Runaway Car Jumped the Track, Col- 
liding With a Depot. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 30. — Three per- 
sons killed, two fatally hurt and a 
score of others more or less injuitfd 
is the record made by two runaway 
cars on the Monongahela branch of 
the Pittsburg Railway Co. Wednesday 
night. 

The accident happened at the foot 
of the long hill running into "Wilmer- 
ding from McKeesporL A car with- 
out passengers got beyond control of 
the motorman and dashed down the 
hill one and a quarter miles long at 
a terrific speed. At the bottom it 
jumped into the Pennsylvania rail- 
road station, carrying away the side 
of the depot and tearing up the plat- 
form. 

Charles Wright, the motorman. Is 
so badly hurt that he can not recover. 
A large crowd gathered about the 
wreck and 12 minutes later a second 
runaway car came tearing down the 
hill and ploughed into the crowd with 
death dealing force. On the way 
down the hill the second car struck 
a carriage containing James Broad 
and Lizzie M inner, on their way to 
McKeesport to be married. The car- 
riage was completely wrecked and the 
driver, Alex Saunders, was fatally 
hurt. The young couple escaped with 
comparatively slight injuries and la- 
ter were married. 

The scene at the wreck when the 
second car hurled into the crowd was 
beyond description. A blinding sleet 
storm prevailed at the time and it is 
said the two cars “skated” dowm the 
hill with brakes tightly set. 



Not Guilty of the Charges. 

Washington, Jan. 30. — The senate 
committee on pensions Wednesday 
agreed unanimously to report favora- 
bly the nomination of Gen. Wilder S. 
Metcalf as pension agent at Topeka, 
Kan. This decision was based on the 
finding of the sub-committee that he 
was not guilty of the charges against 
him. 

Wm. B. Corneau Dead. 

Springfield, 111., Jan. 30. — Wm. B. 
Corneau. former treasurer of the Wa- 
bash railroad, died at his home here, 
aged 79 years. He leaves a widow, 
three sons and two daughters, one of 
the latter being Grace, wife of Count 
Joleaud de St. Maurice, of Paris, 
France. 

Ex-President Cleveland Home. 

Princeton, N. J., Jan. 30. — Ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland arrived here Wednes- 
day afternoon from his seven days 
hunting trip to Georgetown, S. C. He 
was apparently in good health and 
seemed considerably benefitted by the 
outing. 

Crushed By Falling Walls. 

Rochester, N. Y., Jan. 30. — The 
building occupied by the Rochester 
Machine and Screw Co., W. H. Hutch- 
ins & Co., carriage manufacturers, and 
the Brighton Manufacturing Co., was 
burned. Nine firemen were crushed 
by a falling wall. 

Kansas Covered With Snow. 

Topeka, Kan., Jan. 30. — Kansas is 
covered with a thick blanket of snow 
which has been falling for the past 
two days and which is still falling. At 
Lamed it is nine inches deep on the 
level and is falling yet. 



FIFTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 

Washington, Jan. 24. — Senate. — An 
unsuccessful effort was made Thurs- 
day by Mr. Mason 1411.) to obtain con- 
sideration for a joint resolution which 
he introduced extending the thanks of 
congress to Rr. Adm. Winfield Scott 
Schley for his brave and able con- 
duct while in command of the Ameri- 
can fleet in the victorious battle of 
Santiago. The resolutions introduced 
by Mr. Teller providing for interven- 
tion on the part of this government in 
behalf of the Boer commandant 
Scheepers. sentenced to death by the 
British South African authorities, was 
postponed indefinitely, as Scheepers 
had been executed. Mr, Teller made 
a brief but caustic speech on the ac- 
tion of Great Britain in the Boer war 
and declared that if the facts of this 
case were as he understood them 
“Great Britain, in putting Scheepers 
to death, is guilty of a vile assassina- 
tion.” ’The department of commerce 
bill was under consideration during 
the greater part of the session, but 
no definite progress was made. Ad- 
journed until Monday, 

House. — The consideration of the ur- 
gent deficiency bill, which has been 
under debate, in the house since Mon- 
day, was completed Thursday, but, 
owing to the lateness of the hour, 
passage of the bill was postponed 
until Friday. A successful effort was 
made to increase the pay of rural free 
delivery carriers from $500 to $600 per 
annum. Representative Dick (O.) in- 
troduced the bill agreed upon by the 
militia officers of the several states to 
increase the efficiency of the militia. 

Washington, Jan. 25. — House, — 

The house passed the urgent de- 
ficiency appropriation bill and *de- 
voted the remainder of the session to 
private pension legislation. It then 
adjourned until Monday. The repub- 
licans forced a record vote on the 
amendment to the deficiency bill to 
appropriate $600,000 for the “pro- 
tection and shelter” of American sol- 
diers in the Philippines and 16 dem- 
ocrats voted for it. Representative 
T-T. C. Smith (Mich.) introduced a bill 
repealing Paragraph 11 of Section 2 
of the war revenue act. The section 
which it is proposed to abolish is that 
imposing a tax of $50 upon bankers 
having a capital of not exceeding 
$25,000. The senate was not in session. 

Washington, Jan. 28. — Senate — An 
animated and prolonged discussion 
was precipitated in the senate Monday 
over the right of army officers to criti- 
cize utterances made in the senate or 
elsewhere on the conduct of affairs in 
the Philippines. Bills were passed as 
follows: To amend an act granting 

to the Clear Water Valley Railroa<i 
Co, a right of way through the Nez 
Perces Indian land in Idaho. Bills in- 
troduced: Providing for the erection 

in Washington of a statue of .the late 
John Sherman to cost $50,000; to pre- 
vent a false branding or marking of 
food and dairy products as to the 
state and territory in which they are 
produced; to increase the efficiency of 
the militia. 

House — The house adopted a reso- 
lution calling for documents relating 
to the old training ship Vermont which 
was placed out of commission last 
summer, and also passed a bill to pro- 
vide for the compulsory attendance 
of witnesses before registers and re- 
ceivers of the general land office. A 
bill to appropriate $100,000 for the es- 
tablishment of homes for teaching of 
articulate speech to deaf children was 
defeated. 'The house adjourned until 
W^ednesday. 

Washington, Jan. 29. — Senate — The 
bill to create a department of com- 
merce and labor passed the sente Tues- 
day. Senator Hoar introduced a bill 
increasing to $100 per month the pen- 
sion rate for total blindness. A bill 
was passed providing for the transfer 
of census records and volumes to the 
census office; also a bill increasing the 
limit of the cost for the public build- 
ing at Cleveland, O., from $2,500,000 
to $3,000,000. A number of private 
pension bills were passed. Just before 
the adjournment of the senate Sena- 
tor Spooner introduced a substitute 
for the Nicaraguan canal bill. The 
new bill practically authorizes the 
president of the United States to 
choose between the Panama and the 
Nicaraguan routes. 

Washington, Jan. 30. — Senate — For 
an hour Wednesday the senate had un- 
der discussion the question whether 
a censorship, of press dispatches ex- 
ists in Manila. While no such turbu- 
lent scenes as Tuesday’s were enact- 
ed the debate for a time was very 
spirited. The secretary of war was 
quoted af saying that no press cen- 
sorship now existed in the Philip- 
pines, and a letter from Gen. Greely, 
chief signal officer of the army, was 
presented by Mr. Beveridge (Ind.), 
making tne statement officially that 
there was no censorship of press dis- 
patches and that “the press is entire- 
ly free,” 

House — The house adjourned after 
being in session 25 minutes. Mr. Hop- 
kins (111.) reported the permanent 
census bill and gave notice that he 
would call It up Thursday. A request 
to make the oleomargarine bill a spe- 
cial order for next Monday was ob- 
jected to on the democratic side. 

Chinese Naval College. 

Tx)ndon, Jan. 30. — The Tien Tsin 
correspondent of the Standard says 
that the emperor has ordered Adm. 
Y’eh to organize a naval college at 
Che Foo. and to engage Rr, Adm. 
Ix>rd Charles Beresford to act as naval 
instructor at the college.

Washington, Jan. 30. — The republic- 
an members of the ways and means 
committee held a private conference 
Wednesday night and decided to frame 
a bill for the reduction of the war 
revenue taxes before proceeding fur- 
ther with the subject of Cuban reci- 
procity. Chairman Payne at once 
called a meeting of the full committee 
for 11 o’clock Thursday when work 
on the war revenue reduction bill will 
begin. No draft. of a bill has been 
prepared by the republican members, 
but It is fully understood that the ma- 
jority is prepared to favor a measure 
affecting a very large reduction, 
amounting practically to a repeal of 
the entire war taxes, and aggregating 
$68,000,000. The reduction of recent 
hearings to beer and tea led to the 
belief that reductions might be con- 
fined to these two articles, but the 
sentiment of the majority now ap- 
pears to be favorable to a much lar- 
ger reduction. At the conference Wed- 
nesday it was the prevailing view that 
as Cuba had been the cause for in- 
curring the war revenue taxes the 
burden should be removed from this 
country before considering the extent 
of relief to be granted to Cuba. The 
question of what percentage of reduc- 
tion in tariff rates could be made for 
Cuba was not considered at the meet- 
ing Wednesday, owing to the determin- 
ation to leave this until after the war 
revenue reductions had been accom- 
plished. 

WOOL MANUFACTURERS. 

A Decrease in Establishments of 17 
Per Cent. Since 1890. 

Washington, Jan. 30. — The census 
bureau has issued a preliminary re- 
port on the wool manufacturers in the 
United States showing a total of 1,414 
establishments, a decrease of 17 per 
cent, from 1890. Total capital $310,- 
179,749, increase 26 per cent.; value 
of products $296,990,484, increase 10 
per cent. The average number of 
wage earners is 159,108, drawing $57,- 
933,817 In wages. The miscellane- 
ous expenses were $17,329,032, and 
cost of material used $181,150,669. 
These figures are exclusive of hosiery, 
knit goods and fur hats. The capital 
and value of products of various por- 
tions of the industry follows; 

Woolen goods — capital $126,169,862, 
decrease 4 per cent.; products $120,- 
038,792, decrease 10 per cent.; worst- 
ed goods — capital $130,384,510, increase 
92 jier cent.; products $116,705,710, in- 
crease 50 per cenL Carpets and rugs, 
other than rag — capital $44,449,299, in- 
crease 16 per cent.; products $48,192,- 
351. increase nine-tenths of one per 
cent. 

Felt goods — capital $7,126,276. in- 
crease 60 per cent.; products $6,461,- 
691, increase 39 per cent.; wool hats — 
capital $2,050,802, decrease 51 per 
per cent.POD-9cmfwypvbgkqjshr rdlu 
cent.; products $3,591,940; decrease 
33 per cent. 

BATTLE WITH BURGLARS, 

Two Were Killed and a Deputy Sheriff 
and Marshal Wounded. 

Gallipolis, O., Jan. 30. — Two notori- 
ous burglars and cracksmen are dead, 
Deputy Sheriff W, S. Mannering is se- 
riously wounded and Marshal Peter 
K. Fitzenwald, of Athens, is perhaps 
mortally wonuded as the result of an 
attempt to rob Mrs. Mary Priest, an 
aged and wealthy widow' of this city, 
Wednesday night. The plans of the 
robbers had been tipped off to the 
Athens officers, who came here Wed- 
nesday and, with the local authorities, 
prepared to frustrate them. The offi- 
cers laid in wait at the house and 
upon the appearance of the robbers 
a battle ensued in which both were 
killed and the officers named wounded. 

The dead robbers w'ere known as 
Harvey Williams and John Lysle. 
They had been leaders of a gang 
which committed many burglaries in 
this section. 

Governor of New South Wales. 

I^ondon, Jan. 30. — Vice Adm. Sir 
Harry H. Rawson, who was command- 
er of the channel squadron from 1898 
to 1901, has been appointed governor 
of New South W'ales. This is the first 
time in history that the government 
has appointed an admiral to the colo- 
nial governorship, which bad long 
been a sore spot w'ith the navy. 

Furey Knocked Out Baxter. 

New Orleans, Jan. 30. — Barney 
Furey, of Cincinnati, knocked out Kid 
Baxter, of Chicago, in the second 
round of a bout before the Young 
Men’s Gymnasium club here. The 
men weighed in at 138 pounds. Furey 
has been matched against Tack Ever- 
hardt. 

Prize Milk Cow. 

Lake Mills, Wis., Jan. 30.-^ -Mer- 
cedes Julips Piblje, No. 39,480, a Jef- 
ferson county Holstein cow, now holds 
the w’orld's butter record by produc- 
ing 5S4 pounds of milk in seven days 
and 29 pounds and 5 7-10 ouncee of 
butter. The average test of this cow is 
4.02.

Car* *f Brood Mares. 

Some mares are very stubborn and 
aggravating about going into the barn 
at night and have to be driven in from 
the yard by force. Then, afier getting 
them into the barn, it is still harder to 
run them into their stalls. Finally 
when they do go into the right stalls it 
is a very natural thing to strike them 
over the rump with a halter, board or 
anything that comes handy just ns 
they jump through the door, saj's J. P. 
Foster, state veterinarian of South Da- 
kota. I saw this done once, causing 
the mare to fall. This took place while 
letting her in from the yards at even- 
ing. and the mare lost her foal that 
night. Of course, there are many other 
causes that produce abortion, and the 
foregoing is simply an example of a 
few of the minor accidents that have 
come under my notice and might hap- 
pen at almost any time. The remedy 
for this class of accidents is preven- 
tion. If there is ice in the yard and 
there is too much of it to be chopped 
up, ashes or manure may be spread 
over it and then wet down so that it 
will adhere and freeze to the ice under- 
neath. Marcs that are mean should 
not be allowed to run with others, and 
It may be necessary to let them have a 
small yard by themselves.

Care of Farm IlarnesMea. 

The harness should be given a good 
cleaning and oiling at least once a year. 
It should be taken apart so that every 
part is t^pated, says Pacific Tree and 
; Vine. It is usually necessary to wash 
It before oiling. For this purpose dis- 
solve a bit of soap In a quart of soft 
water and boil, then add one quart of 
kerosene and stir and beat until a 
creamy emulsion Is formed. Into a 
large tub of warm water pour the 
emulsion, stirring thoroughly ; then put 
In the harness and let it soak until all 
the foreign matter can be rubbed off 
easily with a stiff brush. Take the 
harness out and place in shade and al- 
low It to dry on the outside. Before 
it gets stiff apply some good harness 
oil, rubbing it on well. After a few' 
hours rub off any superfluous oil which 
bas not penetrated the leather, as other- 
wise It will become sticky and catch 
dust. 

Never keep farm harness In a damp 
place, as the metallic parts will rust 
and the leather ^iU rQijId and rot.

When 
they can be grown for market, those 
which are not of the proper market size 
can be used for that purpose to very 
good advantage, but as a fattening 
food corn can be grown under good 
conditions to produce more pounds of 
flesh at less cost than with any root 
crop that we know. As a succulent 
food, to assist digestion and keep the 
organs in good condition, ensilage 
when properly Used has shown that It 
is far superior to any roots, and the 
labor of growing and putting In the 
silo Is much less, while It bas the ad- 
ditional advantage that If well packed 
In a good silo It may be kept more 
than one season before being used If 
not needed.

Wood ashes is a most valuable fer- 
tilizer for all fruit crops, but on account 
of the readily available -condition of 
the contained potash Is not durable. It 
is also va^’uable on all heavy soils for 
the mechanical effect. There Is less 
■potash In such ashes than Is generally 
supposed; hence there Is little danger 
of putting too much on. Last spring a 
pile of ashes from the cook stove was 
placed at one comer of the strawberry 
bed, sayS Farm and Ranch. The pile 
has accumulated until It Is about 18 
Inches high and spread over about 75 
square -feet. The thriftiest and best 
plants are those where the soil around 
is from one to three Inches d^.’p, and 
plants nearly covered seem not to be 
Injured.
